di applied to the affected part. ‘This 


is repeated on the second or third day. | 
After a few days, or, should suppura- 


tion occur, somewhat carticr, the hard- |: 


ened crust covering the granulations | 
is removed and the bleeding checked 

by an application of the iron solution. 

Three or four days later the crust is | 
again removed, and this process is re— 
peated until the prominent skin folds — 
have: been completely leveled. The 
pail is rendered soft and friable by the 
iron solution, and if a little care is 
taken may be excised without. pain | 
with a pair of scissors or a dull-edged , 
knife. -
